BE it enacted by Parliament in the Fifty -fifth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows: 


8. In the case of retired Supreme Court and High 
Court Judges , necessary orders will be issued by 
the Department of Justice separately ... 

9. It will be the responsibility of the pension 
disbursing authority , including the nationalized 
banks, etc. to calculate the quantum of Dearness.
